THEY WANT FREE PULP. 


CANADIAN MANUFACTURERS 
FAVOR FREE TRADE. 


Unless They Get Free Pulp They 
Threaten an Export Duty on Puip 
Wood—This Would Cost the News 
Combine Alone $1,000,000 a Year. 





The lumbermen and the pulp manufac- 
turers of Canada are deeply interested in 
the outcome of the proceedings of the 
United States and Canadian Joint High 
Commission. 

The Canadian lumbermen want the $2 
duty imposed by the United States on im- 
ported Canadian white pine removed. The 
Canadian lumbermen have the Canadian 
pulp manufacturers on their side. The lat- 
ter are anxious to see the duty of one-twelfth 
of a cent a pound on mechanical pulp, one- 
sixth of a cent a pound on unbleached 
‘chemical pulp and one-fourth of a cent a 
pound on bleached chemical pulp, at pres- 
ent imposed by the Dingley act, removed, 
and they are willing,to combine with the 
Canadian lumbermen, to whom they must 
look for their wood supply, and urge an 
export duty on pulp wood sent from Can- 
ada to the United States, if their wishes 
are not acceded to by the Joint High 
Commission. en : ae 

The Canadian lumbermen and pulp man- 
ufacturers are agreed that in no other way 
can they retaliate in so forcible a manner 
for the duties imposed by this Government 
on white pine lumber and wood pulp than 
by imposing a heavy, export duty on pulp 
wood. Pulp wood comes into the United 
States free under the Dingley act. 

It is proposed to put an export duty of 
$2 a cord on all pulp wood exported from 
Canada. The Provincial Parliament of 
Ontario has already taken the initiative in 
this respect, and has passed a law imposing 
a $2 duty on pulp wood exported from the 
province. The law has been held up, how- 
ever, pending the results of the negotia- 


tions now going on at Washington. 


The importance of this threatened bit of 
retaliatory tariff legislation on the part of 
Canada becomes apparent when it is stated 
that it is likely to cost the International 
Paper Company alone about a million of 
dollars every year. 

Large quantities of pulp wood are im- 
ported from Canada by pulp and’ paper 
manufacturers, The imports of pulp wood 
last year were about 800,000 cords. Of this 
amount it is estimated that the news com- 
bine imports for its various mills near the 
Canadian border at least 500,000 cords. An 
export duty of $2 a cord would therefore 
add $1,000,000 to the cost of the company’s 
pulp wood per year. 

It is somewhat significant, paper men 
say, that the International Paper Company 
has recently contracted with a party in 
Sherbrooke, Canada, for 120,000 extra 
cords of pulp wood to be delivered this 
year. Some paper men say that the news 
combine is either taking time by the fore- 
lock and getting all the pulp logs it can 
before the retaliatory duty goes into ef- 
fect, or else it is making ready to manufac- 
ture paper right on Canadian soil. 

As the supply of pulp wood in the United 
States is year by year growing less, it is 
argued that in order to preserve friendly 
relations with Canada and to secure a per- 
manent pulp wood supply some conces- 
sions will have to be made to the Canadian 
lumbermen and wood pulp ‘manufacturers. 

Under the present conditions Canadian 
pulp wood is brought to this country, 
where it is manufactured into wood pulp or 
paper, and then sent to the English market 
to compete with the Canadian products. 
This is very aggravating to the Canadian 
mind, and it has been seeking out the rea- 
son. Sir William Van Horne, president of 
the Canadian Pacific Railroad, and inter- 
ested with Secretary Alger in the Lauren- 


tide Pulp Company, at Grande Mere, Que., 
says he has discovered the reason. He re- 
cently complained that the produce of the 
pulp and paper mills, controlled “princi- 
pally by himself and Secretary Alger at 
Grande Mere,’ could not be as satisfactorily 
or profitably shipped by a Canadian port 
as by an American. 

He said that the vessels engaged in the 
Canadian transatlantic carrying trade were 
entirely inadequate for the business in 
which they* were engaged. In 1893 two 
bushels of Manitoba wheat were shipped 
via Buffalo to one by way of the St. Law- 
rence. In 1897 the proportion was five to 
one. 

The Canadian Pacific Railroad, he says, 
was blamed for carrying freight to Ameri- 
can seaports instead of Canadian. It was 
impossible to do otherwise under existing 
conditions. In fact it paid to send freight 
350 to 400 miles past the St. Lawrence to 
ship it to Europe, so much lower were the 
ocean rates at American ports. When 
freight rates on cheese for Europe were 
21s. 9d. from Montreal they were 
only 13s: 3d. from Boston. The same dif- 


ference applied to other rates.

manufacturer, Ausable Forks, N. Y., was 
destroyed by fire January 6. 

The Wellesley Pulp Paper Mills, owned 
by the Robert Bishop estate, at Newton 
Lower Falls, Mass., were partly destroyed 
by fire January 12. The fire started in the 
engine room, but was soon under control, 
but not until after considerable damage was 
done. The boiler room and engine room 
were destroyed. Loss about $12,000, cov- 
ered by insurance. The mill had been idle 
for some six months, but was started up 
in September under a lease to the Charles 
River Company; to manufacture box 
boards. Owing to the fire production will 
be stopped for some little time, until re- 
pairs can be made.

UNBLE FOR TIDE DAMAGE. 


FIBRE IMPORTER WINS SUIT FOR 
GOODS DESTROYED. 


G. Rau Sued the Arnott Stores for Loss 
Sustained on Bales of Hemp Swept 
by High Tide—Jury Holds Warehouse 
Responsible —Novel Point at Issue. 








A novel point was at issue in the trial of 
a suit for damages before a judge and jury 
in the Supreme Court of Brooklyn this 
week. The question to be settled was 
whether a warehouse concern is to be held 
responsible for damage done to goods in 
its keeping by an unusually high tide, for 
which it was quite unprepared. The jury 
decided that it was, and awarded damages 
and costs to the party making the com- 
plaint. 

The plaintiff to the action was G. Rau, 
a fibre and paper stock importer, with an 
office in the Times Building. The defend- 
ant was the Arnott Stores, owned by the 
estate of David Arnott, Brooklyn. The 
suit has been in the courts since October, 

1897. 

In May, 1897, Mr. Rau imported sixty 
bales of hemp, which were placed in stor- 
age at the Arnott Stores. One night there 
came an unusually high tide, which ruined 
some twenty-seven bales. 

Joseph T. Butler, manager of the stores 
for the Arnott estate, expressed a willing- 
ness to pay for the damaged goods, and 
after the entire shipment was sold at auc- 
tion Mr. Rau sent in a bill for $627, which 
represented the difference between the 
amount realized on the stock at auction 
and what it should have brought at the 
market, 

The attorney for the Arnott estate, how- 
ever, advised against the payment of this 
sum, and urged that the matter be taken 
into the courts. Whereupon Mr, Rau, in 
October, 1897, sued to recover $627. 

The case was tried in Part 3 of the Su- 
preme Court, Brooklyn, before Judge Jo- 
siah T. Marean and a jury. 

The defense claimed that the unusually 
high tide was an act of God, for which it 
should not be held responsible. The fore- 
man of the Arnott Stores testified that the 
tide on the night in quéstion was the high- 
est in ten years. The official observer of 
tides at Fort Hamilton was called, and 
stated that there had been high tides pre- 
viously which nearly but not quite ap- 
proached the dignity of the one which 
caused the damage to Mr. Rau’s stock. 

The attorney for the plaintiff represent- 
ed that to the warehouse had been con- 
fided the care of the stock,and that as it had 
failed to render a good account of its trust 
it was clearly responsible. They denied 
| that the tide was unusually high on the 
night of the disaster, and attributed the de- 
struction of the stock mainly to negligence 
on the part of the warehouse. 

The jury awarded a verdict to Mr. Rau 
in the amount of $433 and costs.

Court Notes. 





The following rescript has been handed 
down by the Supreme Judicial Court, sit- 
ting at Bangor, Me., in the case of Moses 
Jackson et al. v. the Howland (Me.) Pulp 
Company: 

“In this action, plaintiffs sue to re- 
cover the sum of $182.36, the balance 
due with interest thereon for 420 logs de- 
livered to defendant corporation under 
contract of sale from one E. T. Spencer. 
Spencer contracted with the defendant cor- 
poration for sale and delivery at their boom 
at their pulp mill in Howland of 7,564 logs. 
The logs were delivered as contract called 
for, and as the defendant says the contract 
price was fully paid, but in addition to the 
7,564 pieces there were 420 logs that went 
with the 7,564 pieces, for which this action 
is brought. As the case developed, it be- 
came necessary to establish the scale of all 
the logs, and in the absence of the scaler 
as well as the men who counted the dif- 
ferent marks as they went through 
boom, the action was withdrawn from the 
jury and the plaintiffs became nonsuit.” 





The jury has disagreed in the suit of 
Charles F. Philbrook v. the Manufactur- 
ing Investment Company, for $10,000 dam- 
ages, alleged to have been sustained by the 
plaintiff, in the Supreme Court, sitting at 
Belfast, Me., January 9. Philbrook was 
employed in the defendant’s pulp mill in 
Madison, and last October he had his right 
arm crushed in a cog-wheel. The plaintiff 


alleged that the company was negligent in 
not keeping the wheels covered. The de- 
fense claims it used the best possible care 
to protect the employees from danger.

American «‘ News.’’ 





The British manufacturer of “news” 
recognizes that foreign competition to-day 
is of a very keen nature, and he is also 
aware that American “news” has forced it- 
self prominently to the front during recent 
years. At one time the Germans had a 
big monopoly in the British market, but 
eventually. they were eclipsed by Scandi- 
navian mills, and now it remains to be seen 
whether the latter will be able to hold their 
own against American organization as rep- 
resented by the International Paper Comi- 
pany, of New York. 

From inquiries made recently among 
newspaper proprietors throughout the 
United Kingdom the fact was elicited that 
American paper was preferred, in many 
instances, on account of its superior finish, 
and in the matter of price the advantage 
was slightly against the British product. 

Theamalgamation of the principal “news” 
mills in the United States under the name 
of the International Paper Company has 
so far been attended with success, and now 
it appears it is the intention to develop an 
export trade. The British market is looked 
upon as one of unlimited scope, and liberal 
arrangements have been made by the com- 
pany to be well represented in this country. 

The International Paper Company, of 
New York, it may be mentioned, has a 
capital of £9,000,000, operating some 
twenty-one mills, the machines at work 
numbering 103, with a daily production of 
1,475 tons of news and printings. We be- 
lieve that the company controls 80 per cent. 
of all the news manufactured in the United 
States. Such a powerful combination can- 
not be lightly ignored by British “news” 
mills, and the trend of events will be 
watched with great interest by home manu- 
facturers. The Laurentide Pulp and Paper 
Company, Ltd., of Grande Mere, Canada, 
is also associated with the International 
Paper Company in the matter of shipping 
“news” to Great Britain. 

As mentioned in a previous issue, the ser- 
vices of Mr. C. J. Smart have been secured 
by the International Paper Company. Mr. 
Smart will act as general manager for the 
British division, and in the sales depart- 
ment he will have the assistance of Mr. 
George Mawson, of Queen Victoria street, 
London, E. C. Ini the person of Mr. Smart 
it must be admitted that the Interna- 
tional Paper Company has secured a ca- 
pable representative, one who is thoroughly 
familiar with manufacturing conditions of 
British mills, as he was formerly the man- 
aging director of Thomas Owen & Co., 
Ltd. Our representative understands it is 
not the intention to cut prices, but to work 
on stich a basis as to show a reasonable 
profit. Mr. Smart is very sanguine that 
there is a good market in this country for 
American “news,” and, judging from his 
wide experience, he ought to know. 

It is evident that the field will not be cul- 
tivated in any half-hearted way, and ap- 
parently every care will be taken to meet 
the requirements of buyers. Mr. Smart, dur- 
ing his recent stay in the United States, 
visited most of the mills in the “combine,” 
and gave the management the benefit of his 
knowledge of the British market. Shortly 
extensive offices are to be opened in Queen 
Victoria street, London, E. C. Large 
stocks will be kept, and the necessary plant 


will be put down for manipulating the pa- 
per on this side, and thus minimize com- 
plaints as to damage in transit, etc. De- 
pots, we understand, will also be opened 
at the principal centres throughout the 
United Kingdom. 

Mr. Smart, in addition to conducting the 
business in this country, will probably 
make arrangements to supply several of the 
continental markets. Further, he has an 
eye on colonial requirements, and it is 
likely that the Australasian market will 
come under his control. In our last issue 
we pointed out that American “news” was 
now largely used in Australasia, and as Mr. 
Smart is well versed as to the requirements 
of the Australian markets it is likely that 
the International Paper Company will se- 
cure a large portion of the trade. 

The supplies of American paper to the 
British market have hitherto come chiefly 
through the Manufacturers Paper Com- 
pany, of New York, and the present 
activity of the International Paper Com- 
pany will no doubt affect the former or- 
ganization and other foreign mills export- 
ing to the British market.—Paper Trade 
Review.

A correspondent, writing from Mel- 
bourne, reports as follows on the’ paper 
market in Victoria: 

“The large newspapers of Melbourne are 
using American paper, and they print from 
rolls. The bulk of the trade in news paper 
in Victoria, however, is controlled by Eng- 
lish mills, and they, as a rule, obtain a 
slightly higher price than the American. 
The last contract that was entered into by 
an American mill with one of the Mel- 
bourhe daily papers was taken at what was 
considered a very low price. 

“There is a good sale in Melbourne for 
book paper and also for a good, clean wood 
pulp news paper. The better classes of 
printing papers are all of British make. 
Samples of very good American wood pulp 
brown paper have been brought into notice 
in Melbourne, and its price is considerably 
higher than the paper imported from 
Sweden of the same class, but it is thought 
that for many purposes it will be preferred, 
even at the advanced price. 

“The total imports of writing, printing, 
wrapping and other papers are to the value 
of £240,000. Of this about £38,000 worth is 
shown as coming from the United States, 
£184,000 worth from Great Britain, £16,000 
worth from Germany and £2,000 worth 
from other countries. These statistics, 
however, do not show the real source of 
origin, as paper from America, Belgium 
and Germany is shipped from these ports, 
and is therefore included in these statis- 
tics.” —Paper Trade Review.

Our digester talk this week will be about 
the countersunk rivets with which shells 
ire usually put together, so as to make 
hem smooth on the inside. It was stated 
last week that this kind of riveting was not 
uiways done as it should be to obtain the 
vreatest possible strength. At best, the 
ountersunk rivet is not as good as the 
ivet with head outside the shell. This is 
jue to several reasons. First, the head 
cannot obtain as good a grip on the plate. 
Second, when the rivet is cooling the head 
is all the time growing smaller by contrac- 
tion; therefore, it pulls farther and farther 
into the hole, and a good deal of the sheet- 
pulling effect of the rivet is lost for this 
reason. Indeed, unless the rivet head is 


properly proportioned, it will pull into the 


hole during cooling, enough to offset the 
entire contraction of the rivet length, 
thereby having no effect whatever towards 
pulling the sheets together. 

There is, however, less danger of the 
above when thick sheets are used than 
when they are quite thin. This is shown 
by Fig. 9, herewith. The sheets are pretty

thin, so as to show the principle more 
plainly. It will be seen that the sides of 
the countersink, if carried down to a point, 
would come together just below the top of 
the second sheet. As long as this intersec- 
tion falls inside the sheets there will be 
more pulling power in the contraction of 
the body of the rivet than there is loss 
through sliding of the rivet deeper into the 
hole. In Fig. 10 a rivet is shown where

the intersection falls outside of the sheet. 
This rivet would never pull the plates to- 
gether in the least. In fact, it would be 
loose when cold, for the tapering head 
sinks deep into the countersink with a 
slight contraction in diameter of the rivet. 

Pig. 11 shows a fairly well designed coun- 
tersink rivet, which can be depended upon 
for digester work. The point of intersec- 
tion falls well within the sheet, giving a fair 
contracting power. The dimensions in the 
drawing are in fractions of the rivet diame- 
ter. It is evident from an inspection of the 
diagram that the rivet, if smaller, would 
bring the intersection farther inside the

edge of the sheet, thereby giving more con- 


tracting power, with smaller rivets. The 
same effect would be obtained by using this 
size rivet with a thicker plate. The whole 
goes to show that for countersunk rivets 
it is well to use rivets at least no greater 


in diameter than the thickness of shell 
plate. The dimensions:

show that the diameter of rivet is taken as 
the unit of measurement, and that the 
countersink is 1.52 times the diameter of 
the rivet diameter, making it in this case 
(where the rivet diameter is 1.25 inches) 1.9 
inches. The depth of countersink, 0.5D 
5-8 inch. 

The angles of the countersink, by this ar- 
rangement, come so close to 60 degrees 
that this angle may well be adopted as the 
angle of countersinking, and other things 
arranged to work therewith.

$7 a cord, while at the new mill of the 
Northwest Paper Company, for example, it 
will cost about $2 per cord.

Davis, manager of the mill of the .Dells 
Paper and Pulp Company at Eau Claire, 
and are said to remove all slivers from 
ground wood, and to grade the product to 
suit it for better or lower grades of paper. 
as may be desired. The machines have 
operated very well experimentally, but 
these four will be the first to be put into 
practical use in a pulp mill. It is claimed 
that by the use of these machines it will be 
possible to save all the product of the 
grinders, separating the product into dis- 
tinct grades, something that could never be 
done hitherto. 

Two gentlemen named Geo. R. Hill and 
R. J. Clark, who are the owners of a con- 
siderable quantity of spruce wood land in 
the northern peninsula of Michigan, were 
in this valley last week looking over some 
of the mills and consulting with local 
architects with the idea of building a sul- 
phite mill on their property. They are not 
practical men in the business, being with- 
out any experience, and their object here 
was to get information sufficient to permit 
them to make up their minds as to whether 
they ought to embark in the enterprise. 
They have as yet reached no determination. 

C. B. Pride is getting out preliminary 
plans for the new sulphite mill to be built 
by the Dells people at Eau Claire. The 
plans provide for the installation of four 
digesters.

HOLYOKE, Mass., January 19, 1899, 

The paper industry of the Connecticut 
Valley is as comfortable this week as could 
be expected with the kinds and conditions 
of weather that we have been experiment- 
ing with, and I am frank to say that the 
experiment has been a failure. I am told 
that notwithstanding the bad weather 
business continues good, and trade is fully 
as good this week as it has been at any 
time during the season. The trade in book 
papers still holds good, and ledger papers 
have had a good sale during the past 
week. There is every reason to believe 
that trade from now on will improve until 
spring. There certainly should be no dull- 
ness in trade before the usual summer 
slackness, unless something out of the usual 
happens. The manufacturers of the Con- 
necticut Valley believe that the present year 
will be one of the most successful periods 
from a financial standpoint that they have 
had for many “moons.” There is a feeling 
among some of them that the terms of 
credit should be shortened, and that the 
mills should not be compelled to wait so 
long for their money, and in some cases 
not get it at all, as the consumers some- 
times go into insolvency, thus necessitating 
a loss to the mills which would not result 
were it not for the long terms of credit 
given. A manufacturer said that long terms 
of credit were not uhcommon among the 
mills, and especially those mills making 
book papers. It is believed that paper 
could be sold for a smaller figure were it 
to be sold for a cash consideration, and in 
time the saving would be felt by the con- 
sumers. The manufacturer thought that the 
change could easily be brought about if the 
mills making a certain grade of paper 
would get together and agree upon a cer- 
tain number of days over which credit 
could extend and compel the consumers to 
pay for the goods within that time. Hol- 
yoke mills have suffered materiallyfrom fail- 
ures during the past few years, and there is 
hardly a month that one or another of-the 
mills does not suffer from bad debts. It is 
not known that the trouble can be satis- 
factorily adjusted at once, but there is cer- 
tainly a tendency on the part of the mill 
men toward closer collections. 

There has been more idle talk this week 
concerning the fine writing combime, but I 
am unable to ascertain that there Have been 
any important developments in the case so 
far as the Holyoke mills are concerned, at 
any rate. The local mills are continuing to 
transact business in their own quiet way, 
and are getting what business they can be- 
fore the combine comes and sweeps them 
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all away. <A local manufacturer said this 
week that it was not likely that the com- 
bination would be formed before the last of 
the summer or early fall at the very earliest, 
and he would not be surprised to see the 
matter go over for at least a year. It is to 
be no easy matter to get the desirable mills 
into the combine, and the projectors are 
beginning to ascertain that fact. There are 
a lot of mills, mostly small concerns, which 
are very anxious to have the combine or- 
ganized, but the mills paying a good divi- 
dend are giving very little attention to the 
combine. What a manufacturer said would 
be beneficial to the local mills and the 
mills of western New England would be 
some sort of an understanding between the 
manufacturers, if it would be lived up to, 
that certain grades of paper would not be 
sold below a certain price. This under- 
standing could be carried into all of the 
grades of paper, and would do away with a 
great deal of competition. As it is now, so 
your correspondent is informed, the mills 
are selling paper at their own price, a thing 
which they are perfectly right in doing, but

To take a trip through the ancient 
archives as preserved in the British Mu- 
seum at London, going back as they do

ditions of paper manufacture, the press, 
sending forth from day to day so much 
that is perishable, when newspapers crum- 
ble with the scant perusal they receive at 
the reader’s hands, much of our present 
collections will not become useless in a 
very few years on account of the deteriora- 
tion and disintegration of the paper used 
to-day in the cheaper forms of literature.

The Royal Government of Prussia 
adopted rules on January 1, 1803, govern- 
ing the purchase of paper supplies for 
official use, whereby the exclusive use of 
paper possessing certain degrees of dura- 
bility and strength is mandatory. With re- 
gard to the materials used in its construc- 
tion, four classes were provided for. The 
first class is composed of a paper made ex- 
clusively of rags, with not more than 3 per 
cent. of ash; the second class comprises 
paper made from rags, with an admixture 
of up to 25 per cent. of cellulose, straw or 
esparto; the third, from any combination 
of materials, wood pulp excepted, and with 
not more than 15 per cent. of ash; while 
the fourth class includes paper made from 
any combination of substances, with any 
percentage of ash. All the paper used must 
be double sized. 

With reference to strength, six classes 


ter, they amount, at the highest, to about 
3 per cent. Mineral filling is claimed to 
improve paper in appearance and to the 
touch, and to make it better adapted for 
printing, cheaper, and heavier. 

Among the qualities constituting 
strength are resistance against tearing, 
tensile strength, and the power to with- 
stand crumpling and rubbing. The 
strength is determined in two directions, 
perpendicular to each other—the machine 
direction and the cross direction; the mean 
derived from both, the so-called average 
tearing length, serves as basis for the es- 
timate. By the tearing length is under- 
stood that length of strip of constant 
breadth and thickness which, suspended by 
one end, will tear from its own weight, and 
this increases with the quality of the paper.

The promoters of the enterprise expect to 
have a large block of the stock taken by 
local capitalists. The project is said to have 
the indorsement of the committee on new 
enterprises of the board of trade. 

The mill of the Poland Paper Company, 
Mechanic Falls, Me., was shut down for a 
few days last week on account of trouble 
with the water wheel. 

For some time past negotiations have 
been quietly going on looking to the ac- 
quisition of the water and storage rights 
on the Ardroscoggin River in Bethel, Me. 
From this point down the river to Newry 
Corner, a distance of a mile or more, there 
are rapids and a marked fall, making a 
large and valuable water power when prop- 
erly developed. This power, while it has 
always been looked upon as available upon 
the application of sufficient capital, has 
never yet been utilized. On the Middle 
Intervale side of the river are large farms 
extending to the water. A large portion of 
the best part of these farms would be 
flowed by the development of the power, al- 
though the dams would be built below. It 
is these flowage rights and the land 
through which canals would necessarily 
run that have now been acquired, as well as 
the land adjacent to the water power prop- 
er. This land and the land on the oppo- 
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site side of the river have been bonded by 
responsible parties representing extensive 
capital. C. N,. Kimball has bonded sixty 
acres of adjoining territory; B. W. Kimball 
and Frank Russell have each bonded a 
number of acres, and several other adjacent 
owners have bonded. It is understood that 
options on all the land desired for a com- 
plete ownership of the water, fowage and 
canal rightsand for mill privileges have been 
obtained. To utilize this vast power a dam 
across the Androscoggin near Newry Cor- 
ner will probably be erected and by the use 
of canals an aggregate of from 2,000 to 
3,000 horse-power can be secured. It is 
rumored that these owners plan to erect 
large pulp mills upon this power, and if 
such mills are erected it is said that a rail- 
road tapping the Grand Trunk Railroad 
at Bethel Hill or in that vicinity will be 
necessary in order to facilitate the trans- 
portation of the large product of the plant.

ST. Louls, January 17, 189. 

Since the question of celebrating the 
Louisiana Purchase by having a World’s 
Fair in one of the States included in that 
purchase has been decided on, and St. 
Louis has been chosen as the place to hold 
it, a new impetus has been given to busi- 
ness all round. The effects will be far- 
reaching in all branches of trade. There 
will be millions of dollars spent in our city 
that would otherwise go in different direc- 
tions, and employment given to thousands 
of worthy workmen. The paper trade men 
express themselves as being delighted with 
the decision of the convention in selecting 
St. Louis as a site for the fair, and say they 
expect their business to materially increase 
as a direct result. This will begin as soon 
as active work is commenced in the plan- 
ning and mapping out of the lines of con- 
struction, etc. 

During the past week several prominent 
wholesale merchants from other sections of 
the country have been in St. Louis pros- 
pecting, with a view to locating their 
houses here. Among the number was 
George M. Courts, of the large printing 
and stationery firm of Clark & Courts, of 
Galveston, Tex. This house is the largest 
one of its kind in the State of Texas, and is 
one of the most complete establishments 
in the South. It is understood that as soon 
as a suitable building is secured the plant 
will be moved to St. Louis. 

Louis Rosenthal has been appointed ad- 
ministrator of the estate of Lee Rosenthal, 
formerly secretary of the Rosenthal Paper 
and Stationery Company. The business will 
continue as heretofore. It is stated by 
Louis Rosenthal, vice-president of the 
company, that he has been made secretary 
of the company to succeed his brother Lee. 
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Among the representatives of the paper 
trade in the city during the past week were 
A. B. Mudgett, of the Tytus-Gardner 
Manufacturing Company, Middletown, 
Ohio; Fred. Lake, of the Manufacturers 
Paper Company, New York, and J. R. 
Allen, secretary of the Wrenn Paper Com 
pany, Middletown, Ohio. 

The jobbing paper houses have about 
completed their inventories, and have be- 
gun their new business policies for the 
year. I have heard no expressions from 
any quarter indicating a shortage in the 
volume of business for the past year, This. 
in the face of the organization of severa|! 
new paper concerns in the city, together 
with increased facilities and branching out 
on the part of the older firms, is very grat- 
ifying, and augurs well the healthful con 
dition of the paper trade in St. Louis. 

The Graham Paper Company is increas 
ing its business in foreign fields, and was 
among the first of the paper houses to send 
its representatives abroad. Several years 
ago Porter Tirrill spent some months in 
Australia in the interest of the house, and 
not only succeeded in making some heavy 
contracts but was also enabled to form 
some valuable connections, through which 
the company is still carrying on business. 
The local business is reported by Mr. Tir 
rill, the manager of the sales department, 
in a flourishing condition. 

The F. O. Sawyer Paper Company is 
doing the heaviest business in its history. 
One of its representatives said to your cor- 
respondent that local business was very 
satisfactory, and that the company had in- 
creased its force in the city as well as in 
the country.

Question.—In putting in a size tub for 
machine driving, which do you consider 
the more inexpensive and satisfactory in 
iction—between the second press and first 
iryer, or after the last dryer—and will you 
xplain same? 
Answer.—It seems the most desirable to 
out the size tub after the last dryer, for sev- 
ral reasons, the first of which is that the 
size can penetrate dry paper to much bet- 
r advantage than it can penetrate that 
which is wet, and the second of which is 
that the running of tub-sized paper over 
the dryers is not a very desirable operation 
it best, although it can be done without the 
yaper sticking to the dryers; while a third 
reason is that a good deal of the 
size will be lost—or at least the effect of 
the size will be destroyed—by running the 
sized paper over the dryers. Animal size 
seems to be driven off, or “killed,” as some 
manufacturers call it, by evaporating the 
water out of it too quickly. It is owing a 
good deal to quick, harsh drying that many 
people say that nothing but loft drying can 
ever do for the drying of fine papers of the 
better class. The quick drying drives off a 
good deal of the size, which could be re- 
tained by a slower drying or the passing 
of a large quantity of air over the paper— 
the air being loaded with moisture at the 
start, so as to take but little moisture from 
‘the paper. The air is made dryer and dry- 
er as the drying process progresses, so that 
the paper is dried by contact with a good 
deal of air in a short time, instead of a lit- 
tle very hot air in a very short time. The 
result is a close approach to loft drying, 
and the size tub after the last dryer is di- 
rectly in line with this plan of treatment. 
Question.—In putting in machinery for a 
finishing room for making a line of 
smooth, antique crayon, high finish, etc., 
what one machine would you advocate, 
and what make would you suggest? 





*Members of the trade, in all its departments. 
are invited to ask questions, replies to which will 
be printed in this column. 
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Answer.—This is a pretty. hard matter to 
do. It is sometimes possible, but not at 
all profitable, to make all kinds of paper in 
the same mill and with the same ma- 
chinery. It may also be possible to finish 
all kinds of paper—or at least the kinds of 
finish named—with a single machine, but it 
would probably cost less in the end to put 
in special machinery for finishing the dif- 
ferent kinds. 
question for a small mill to have a large 
variety of expensive machines; therefore, 
the next best thing for it to do is to put in 
two or three machines that will so divide 
the work that each machine may be called 
a special tool. For instance, a sheet calen- 
der might be able to finish up all the kinds 
desired, but as time went on the high finish 
would not be as high, and the calender 
would fail to do as good work as formerly, 
even on the poorer class of finish. If an- 
other set of calenders were to be put in and 
kept to act as a sort of “breaker” to the 
other set, all ordinary kinds of finishing 
could then be done on the breaker and the 
fine finish put on by running again 
through the fine-finish stack. In this way 
the latter would always be ready for fine 
work, and the breaker set would be always 
ready, too, in its line. 


Another way—but perhaps a_ slower 
though less costly method—is to use a 
single stack of calenders, and to rig up two 
or three old rolls for use as a breaker. 
Then for the high-finish papers have a 
plater. With zincs almost any desired fin- 
ish could be obtained, and by the use of 
béards for the other and less fine finish a 
big variety of work could be gotten out of 
the combination. But as to doing every- 
thing with one machine—as I understand 


the question—it is too much like the fellow 


who wore his Sunday clothes all the time 
For a while he had a tip-top “finish” all the 
week, but after a bit he didn’t have any fin- 
ish at all! That is the way it would be if 
one machine were made to do it all.

Answer.—I am not prepared to state that 
round-hole screens are made except to or- 
der for the ordinary forms of pulp screens. 
In the screen mentioned in the article in 
question, the arrangement was for screen- 
ing ground wood, and the screens were 
vertical, being arranged in the form of a 
cylinder and driven by power at a consid- 
erable speed, something after the manner 
of the centrifugal hydro-extractor or 
“wringer” used in laundries for getting 
water out of clothes. The wood pulp is fed 
into the top of the screen, and the portion 
that goes through the holes in the screen is 
thrown off by centrifugal force and falls to 
the bottom of the case outside the screen, 
from which it is carried away by piping. 

The great point of excellence of this 
form of screen is that no slivers are ever 
known to get through the round holes. If 
the holes are in the form of slots, there is 
no way of preventing slivers from working 
through. But with the vertical screen with

Extensive preparations have been made 
in this section of the State for the annual 
convention of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, which meets in Cincinnati 
next week. Dayton is prominently identi- 
fied with this association, and contributes 
several officers, representing the largest 
manufacturing plants of their kind in the 
world. 

John H. Patterson, of the National Cash 
Register Company, and vice-president of 
the association for Ohio, has reported ma- 
terial progress in the preliminary work in 
this State. He wrote each member asking 
him to interest himself in the association’s 
affairs to the extent of bringing in two new 
members. He advised all that, while the 
social features of the convention would 
not be lacking, yet business would receive 
precedence. 

Some of the Eastern cities will run spe- 
cial trains to Cincinnati for the occasion. 

Said Secretary E. P. Wilson: The com- 
ing convention will be a business meeting 
in every sense of the word. The delega- 
tions that come will do so with the idea 
of considering questions of importance. 
There are matters of more than usual 
weight to be taken up at this convention, 
and plans are to be formulated and 
adopted for the future guidance of the as- 
sociation that will need the combined wis- 
dom of every man of intelligence and dis- 
interested ability to get them aright. 

It is understood that the New York 
delegation intends to come fully prepared 
to advocate the removal of the headquar- 
ters of the association from Philadelphia to 
New York. It is predicted here that a 
change will probably be effected by which 
New York will be made the export trade 
headquarters, Philadelphia the executive, 
Washington the legislative, St. Louis the 
Mexican trade headquarters, while other 
cities may be given charge of affairs in dif- 
ferent aspects. It is argued that the bene- 
fits thus derived will be far-reaching. 

The United States Playing Card Com- 
pany has decided to construct an immense 
factory in Notwood, Hamilton County. It 
will be the largest in the world. The build- 
ing will be U-shaped, and of brick con- 
struction, four stories high and 312x184 
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feet, partly inclosing a court which will 
admit light from the inside to the shop 
rooms on all of the four floors. A large 
room in the basement will furnish a blast 
for heat that will serve the entire factory. 
Workrooms will be located on each side, 
while the entire basement walls will be 
built of stone. In front of the building will 
be a porch 18 feet long. The entrance will 
be arched and of stone construction, open- 
ing upon a vestibule. A vault 20x10 feet, 
built from the basement, two stories high, 
will be located to the left of the vestibule 
in the large counting-room. A part of the 
latter will be occupied by offices for officers 
and directors. On the right will be a large 
advertising and salesroom, and at the end 
of the vestibule a double staircase leading 
to the shops above, on the second floor 
and third floors. Back of the stairway will 
be located the toilet rooms. 

The shops on the first floor and in the 
basement are to be 256x59 feet in the clear, 
while the second and third floors will oc- 
cupy the entire building. 

It is intended to construct a building as 
nearly fireproof as possible. All of the 
interior columns and girders will be of iron 
and steel, while the floors will be of slow- 
burning construction, built on heavy tim- 
bers. 

A brick boiler house and generating 
station, one story in height and 43x100 in 
dimensions, of 500 horse-power, will also 
be built. All machinery will be run by 
motors supported from the station con- 
nected with the boiler plant. 

The proposed factory will employ up- 
ward of 1,200 persons, and promises to re- 
sult in the rapid development of a manu- 
facturing town. 

Certainly if the factory is projected the 
United States Playing Card Company will 
consolidate with the Indianapolis Playing 
Card Company. This move has long been 
under consideration, and was mentioned in 
these columns a year ago, when there was 
talk of the erection of a large plant. There 
is no doubt of the present move, as the 
bids have already been received. 

The cost of the plant will not exceed 
$100,000. It is understood that the capital 
of the consolidated company will be $2,000,- 
000.

GREAT BRITAIN.

At this season of the year the local pa- 
pers in the paper-making districts general- 
ly give reviews of the year’s trade. The 
Darwen News always makes an interesting 
article on the condition of affairs in this 
important mill country. It states that the 
paper trade still continues good, and that 
there are not wanting those who are very 
confident about the future, notwithstand- 
ing that there is increased competition 
abroad, chiefly in Scandinavia, America 
and Germany. In fact, there is not much 
fault to find with the output, nor getting 
of orders, but it is the prices that are 
troubling manufacturers, for they are ex- 
ceedingly low, and all are devoutly hoping 
that the bed-rock has been reached. Lo- 
cally (the district of Darwen) production 
has been quite as heavy as before, and were 
it possible to obtain a price a little higher 
than what is obtained at present manyfac- 
turers would perhaps be happy. Prices 
now are not half what they used to be fif- 
teen or twenty years ago. Still all the 
mills have been busy, and employment has 
been excellent. On the whole, the year in 
the paper trade has been a good one, but in 
the news paper branch it has fallen off con- 
siderably during the last few months, and 
prices have kept going down, and low 
values have been ruling. It would appear 





that it is going to be difficult to earn any 
margins. There have been no particular 
developments during the year. There is an 
idea abroad among paper makers that, see- 
ing that pretty nearly all the mills have 
completed their extensions, there will be an 
overproduction rather than an underpro- 
duction, and that further extensions will be 
stopped for some time to come. The be- 
ginning of the year opened well, and good 
profits were obtainable, but the fall of the 
year has seen a fall in prices to such an ex- 
tent that it is somewhat difficult with many 
concerns to show the usual profits. The 
importation of foreign paper appears to 
have eased off just for the present, and if 
this condition can be maintained it will be 
all the better for the English mills. In the 
brown paper trade generally the year has 
been a profitable one, and the Collins, 
Scotshaw Brook, and other mills are well 
supplied with orders at the present time. 
The cap trade has been exceptionally good. 
The mills at Feniscowles have been well 
employed during the year, and they appear 
to be determined to meet any competition 
that may ensue from foreign and home pro- 
duction. Among the dividends declared dur- 
ing the year are the following: Star Paper 
Mill Company, to per cent.; Sun Paper Mill 
Company, 8 per cent.; Darwen Paper Mill 
Company, 15 per cent.; Scotshaw Brook, 
10 per cent.; and Rishton Mill, 8 per cent. 
Substantial dividends have been paid by all 
the other mills. More men have been em- 
ployed last year in the local paper trade 
than ever before, and the outlook for the 
future appears to be fairly good, except in 
the news trade,in which there is a consider- 
able falling off, especially in prices, and 
everything seems to point to a period of de- 
pression in this branch. The flourishing 
condition in which the paper-straining trade 
of Darwen has been for many years has 
continued this year. The paper-staining trade 
has perhaps done as much as anything to 
make the name of Darwen known abroad, 
and there is every likelihood that its repu- 
tation in this respect will be in nowise di- 
minished in the future. The year has been 
characterized by one important new fea- 
ture, and that is the introduction of the 
manufacture, at the Livesey Fold Mills, of 
metallic paper for tradesmen’s show-cards, 
etc. The paper has a remarkably pretty ap- 
pearance, and the Messrs. Potter have been 


eee 


fairly busily engaged in its manufacture. 
The 1,000 hands engaged in the paper 
staining and allied trades have been well 
employed throughout the year, and the 
production has been as great as ever. 

In Aberdeenshire the manufacture of pa- 
per continues to be one of thé most prosper- 
ous of the local industries. When last year 
commenced there was scarcelya cloud onthe 
industrial horizon, and this pleasant state of 
things was continued throughout the 
twelve months. It is true that December 
has been a slacker month than it usually is, 
but this is purely a temporary condition, 
and does not appreciably affect the year’s 
trade as a whole. Orders have poured in 
steadily and in ever-increasing volume, and 
full staffs of workers have been fully em- 
ployed during the year. Unlike the condi- 
tions in some other industries, there have 
been no sinister influences ,to counterbal- 
ance this satisfactory position. While 
prices for the manufactured article have re- 
mained pretty much as before, the cost of 
raw material has shown no material fluctu- 
ation. In the matter of foreign competi- 
tion there is little to lay hold of in a brief 
survey of the industry. Such complaints 
as make themselves heard are abstract rath- 
er than concrete. Foreign competition is 
no keener than it has been for some time; 
and, speaking generally, it does not seem 
to press at all hardly on home, or, at any 
rate, local, mills. Germany, as in so many 
other branches of trade, is the great rival, 
and the products of American manufactur- 
ers are for the first time making an impres- 
sion on the market. As yet, however, 
there is ample room for all. Local mills, 
at least, are not suffering in anything ap- 
proaching an acute degree from the root 
cause of the universal plaint of British 
manufacturers. With regard to the pres- 
ent year, prospects so far are all that 
could be desired, there being every reason 
to believe that the mills will be fully occu- 
pied during 1899. Altogether, the indus- 
try is in a most healthy condition. 

The Manchester Ship Canal Company 
informs me that a new steamship line from 
Baltimore to Manchester has been ar- 
ranged. Patterson, Ramsey & Co., of 
Baltimore, sent their first steamer, the 
Amyl, with a full cargo about a month 
since, and she was to be followed up by 
fortnightly sailings.

The Scotsman has had an instructive let- 
ter from a Johannesburg man on the paper 
monopoly established by the genial boss of 
the Transvaal. “Our enlightened rulers,” 
he says, “evidently are under the impres- 
sion that in the new state paper mill the 
concessionaires have only to feed in cast- 
off Kaffir clothes and oat straw at one end 
and take out note-paper, printing-paper, 
blotting-paper, wrapping-paper, every kind 
of paper, in fact, as may be required, at the 
other. This is an example of how Paul 
Kruger is going to ‘give away’ his coun- 
try—to his friends, of course—before the 
accursed English come and take it. Other 
concessions deal similarly with the manu- 
facture of cocoa and chocolate, macaroni, 
starch and corn flour. A most remarkable | 
and significant thing about these commer- | 
cial iniquities is that they are received by | 
the press and the public without protest. | 
The government organs gently deprecated | 
the paper monopoly, while the anti-gov- 
ernment papers were bitterly satirical; but, 











generally speaking, neither Uitlander nor 
burgher seems to take more than a languid 
interest in these doings, the impression be- 


ing that what Oom Paul wills is bound to 
pass. The only remaining hope, a faint 
one at best, is that a majority of the Volks- 
raad will be found having common sense 
and common patriotism enough to veto 
this form of public robbery.” 

A. J. Clark recently gave an interesting 
lecture on water purification before the So- 
ciety of Dyers and Colorists. As I have 
often had occasion to note, the clarification 
of waste waters is one of the chief worries 
of the English-paper maker, especially the 
Lancashire variety of the breed. Mr. 
Clark noted that there was a heavy pen- 
alty on the statute books for fouling run- 
ning water so early as 1388, and yet for all 
that it is quite recently that the powers 
that be began to stir themselves in the 
matter. As a matter of fact that is just 
the mischief of it. The work that would 
have been simple a hundred years ago is 
to-day exceedingly difficult, if not impos- 
sible, in some cases. The Lancashire pa- 
per makers are getting it hot because the 
authorities of times gone by winked at the 
sins of their. forefathers. Even the Rivers 
Pollution Act of 1876 was not enforced, 
either promptly or wisely, and as the lec- 
turer (all in favor of stringency) re- 
marked, it leaves many contentious loop- 
holes; and, moreover, as I have said be- 
fore, the rivers board won't state the 
standard which will satisfy them. They 
don’t know what they want, and won’t be 
happy till they get it. Mr. Clark noted 
that in paper-making the methods of puri- 
fying differ. In Scotland, where they are 
well off for land, the paper works, in near- 
ly all cases, have numerous settling tanks 
through which the effluent water passes 
after running over cakes of alumino ferric, 
and with some additions of lime. The 
plants are (compulsorily) carefully worked, 
and the results obtained are good. The 
cost of land in most of these cases being 
of no consequence, the tank area used is 
very great in proportion to the quantity of 
water treated. Some paper effluents re- 
quire nothing but settling, as they natural- 
ly form a precipitate, whereas others, es- 
pecially brown paper makers’ effluents, are 
extremely difficult to deal with, owing to 
the large quantity of solids that have to be 
removed. The best method in these latter 
cases is to use a large excess of lime for 
precipitating purposes, and then to carbo- 
nate the water by carbonic acid gas, as be- 
fore described.

necessary before treatment that the lye- 
water should be.treated separately, with a 
view to recovering the caustic, in the same 
way that from a wool-washing water the 
grease must be recovered before the efflu- 
ent can be satisfactorily purified. 

It is a refreshing change when the paper 
makers can insist on the old maxim that 
what is sauce for the goose is sauce for the 
gander. Townsend, Hook & Co., of Snod- 
land, complained last month that their 
rural authorities were running foul matter 
into their creek. The sanitary inspector 
reported that he had paid a visit to the 
place in question, and found there was no 
smell whatever arising from the outfall. 
Afterward he received a letter from the 
company stating that the directors re- 
quired a nominal annual rent for the use 
of their creek. They would then have no 
objection to the council using the creek, if 
the tanks were cleaned out once a fort- 
night. After some discussion it was decid- 
ed that Mr. Souter should, if necessary, 
clean out the tanks fortnightly, but the 
council declined to pay any rent, failing to 
recognize Messrs. Townsend’s ownership 
to the part of the creek in question. The 
matter will not rest here. It is felt all 
round that the worst offenders are the ru- 
ral and district councils, with their stupid 
systems of sewage disposal. They should 
be the first to get things straight, and 
where they get the chance paper makers 
will assist in inducing them to set a good 
example. 

Looking back over the course of trade in 
the chemical market during the current 
year, there appears to have been a good 
volume of business. But in some of the 
heavy goods the movements have been un- 
satisfactory, and the outlook is not good. 
This applies especially to alkalies made by 
the Leblanc, ammonia and electrolytic 
processes, the competition in which be- 
comes more and more severe. Certain 
countries abroad are producing these 
goods in increasing quantities, and besides 
providing for their own consumption they 
are exporting and competing with British 
makers in other markets abroad; as an in- 
stance of this, United States competition 
is felt in Australia, and British makers 
have accordingly had to reduce their prices 
for that market.

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And hear the Challenge Grinder Co. talk through Mr. William Johnston’s Hat. 


Mr. Johnston assumes in a letter dated April 22, 1898, published on page 17 of your 
issue of May 12th, that in a letter previously published by me I have attempted to discredit

Mr. Johnston seems to wish to convey the impression that he is in a position to disprove 
my statement concerning the shipments of pulp by Bort & Johnston when paying me for 
the mill machinery, which statement made by me was obtained from the freight bills and

While I know nothing about the daily mill reports of the Chateaugay Mill at the times 
referred to by Mr. Johnston, yet I can quote his lately published statement in which he says 
the average daily production of two New England Grinders was “about 8 to 10 tons dry 
pulp in twenty-four hours” and “with two Challenge grinders we are producing about 13 
to 14 tons per day,”’ and compare these figures with his last published statement dated April 
22, 1898, wherein he says that in April, 1896, the two New England Grinders made 825,300

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TO RECLAIM CITY REFUSE. 





New York’s Paper Stock Scheme Is 
Adopted in Boston. 





The City Refuse Utilization Company, 
of Jersey City, with a capital stock of $50,- 
ooo, has been organized to operate a paper 
stock packing plant in the city of Boston 
upon the same lines as the one now in op- 
eration in this city at East Eighteenth 
street and Avenue B. 

The New York packing plant has been 
running successfully for over two years. It 
was started as an experiment by the late 
Colonel Waring, but it has long since 
passed the experimental stage. All the 
collections of the street cleaning depart- 
ment are sorted and packed at this estab- 
lishment, the good stock being sold to pa- 
per stock men and the bad being burned 
in a specially constructed furnace that con- 
sumes its own smoke. 

The Eighteenth street plant has been in 
charge of Herbert Tate since its inception, 
Mr. Tate recently conceived the idea oj 
putting the Waring refuse utilization idea 
into practice in other cities. He went to 
Boston and succeeded in enlisting the at- 
tention of the mayor and health officials.
